Doa Tax — Imposition and Regulation of in Dehu Road Cantonment 

S.R.O. 107, dated 8th Apl. 1959. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
80 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes a tax on 
dogs kept within the Cantonment limits, payable by the owners or other persons 
in charge thereof in the manner prescribed with effect from the 1st April 1959, at 
the rate of Rs. 2 per dog per year or part thereof: 

Provided that no tax shall be leviable: — 

(a) On any dog kept within the Cantonment limits for a period not 

exceeding one month in any year, and 

(b) On any dog less than six months old. 

The tax per dog is inclusive of the cost of badge issued by the Board. 

Explanation. — ‘Year' means the year beginning on the 1st April and ending on 
the 31st March following.
